GRAY WOLVES. AGAIN | 


The city council bas a committee to aid locat 
industries and about all it has done is to obstruct 
and prevent public improvements and discourage 
private enterprise. There is fairly good reason 
to believe that it has been responsible in part for 
the withdrawal of some industry from Chicago. 

John J. Sloan, president of the board of local 
improvements, appearing before the committee 
charged it with delaying and interfering with 
improvements involving millions of dollars. Fo- 
six years the Santa Fé ordinance has been ob 
structed in the council and it has tied up five 
different street and bridge improvements, the |

avenues across the tracks of the Santa Fé.

JAPAN IN MEXICO. 

Mexico is about to make a treaty of friendship, 
Commerce and mavigation with Japan. It has 
been ratified by the Mexican senate, It contains, 
possibilities of embarrassment to the United States 
and reveals the uneasy position which the United 
States has with regard to the technically sovereign 
states of the northern continent. 3 

As a sovereign state Mexico has the right to 
make a treaty of friendship with Japan, to pro- 

mote trade and commerce and even to invite the 
Japanese to immigrate into Mexico. If America 
objected to that it would be out of court and 
probably would get a stinging reminder from the 
already exasperated Japan. 

It is the oldest rule in the, book of diplomacy 
and war to make friends with your enemy’s neigh- 
bors. It seems a strange illusion of grandeur to 
us but there are Mexicans who have the idea that 
Texas, California, etc., might be regained. Ger - 
many tried to work upon’ this illusion and make 
trouble on the border. Japan might try to do 
the same thing. It might be much or little trouble. 
Whatever it was it would be advantageous to Japan 
if it and the United States could not find peace- 
able solution of their issues. 

The reported attempt of Japan to obtain land 
for a naval base in Magdalena bay on the west 
coast of Mexico caused the American senate in 

1912 to adopt the Lodge resolution as an addition 
to the Monroe doctrine, asserting that the United 
States could not see without grave concern the 
eecupation of any harbor by any association or 
corporation of another nation. It was understood 
that Mexico would give fishing concessions to a 
Japanese concern, which in reality would be a 
mask for the Japanese navy. 

The sovereign right of Mexico to do this may 
be clear but the American national security could 
not abide it and there is the conflict which exists 
in the unsettled North American „ 
Mexico has the right in international affairs to 
make a military alliance with Japan, just as it 
has to make a treaty of friendship and commerce, 
but that would be most seriously our concern. 

che United States has neither impressed Mexico 
with its strength or been able to win its good will 
There have been efforts to do both and they have 
failed in both directions. When the effort has been 
to demonstrate strength the punch always has 
been pulled and the United States has limped out, 
of the affair with small credit and no reputation 

We have irritated but never impressed. 

Our Mexican policy goes on crutches and it may 
spill us into a ditch. The American Federation

FARM and GARDEN DDR 


FALL PLOWED GARDENS “ARE EARLIER, HAVE FEWER BUGS. 


O matter how small the garden 
plot or how large the truck 
patch, the soll should be spaded 
or-plowed before hard freezing 

weather sets in. 
or early winter plowing is an old one 
with experienced gardeners, but begin- 
ners seldom realise the great advan 
tage in turning over the soil after all 
the vegetables have been removed at 
the end of the season. 

There are two outstanding reasons 
for plowing in the fall. If the soil is 
broken and ready to be ordered and 
planted in the spring it often means 
that the vegetable seeds can be sown 


The practice of fall 


a week or two earlier. Comparisons 
of plowed and unplowed gardens by 
entomologists show that deep fall plow- 
ing of the soil aids greatly in destroy- 
ing insects and other pests that attack 
garden crops. 

With the ground plowed to start 
witn in the spring the gardener fre 
quently catches a chance to plant 4 
few crons extremely early, while his 
neighbor. who has to break the ground, 
is often caught by a rain before the 
soil can be prepared and planted. 

Cover the garden with manure or 
compost and spade or plow the soil 
before the first hard freeze.

Countess Karolyi, 
in Chicago, Tells of 


Hopes for Hungary 
BY MAUREEN M’KERNAN. 
Countess Catherine Karolyi, wife of 

the first president of Hungary, arrived 


in Chicago last night for a three day 
visit with Mrs. John Borden. 


The countess arrival in New York 
last month was accompanied by con- 


siderable excitement when charges 
were made that she is a revolutionary 
known as “ Red Catherine.” Today at 
a luncheon of the Chicago Council on 
Foreign Relations at the Hotel La 
Salle she will explain that it was her 
husband's opposition to the war, to the 
German alliance, and his belief in a 
democratic form of government that 
won him the hatred of both the fol- 


| lowers of Bela Kuhn, who favored the 


soviet, and of the old royalists. 

In her charming, deliberate English 
Countess Karolyi last night 
that when the war was over the people 
of Hungary naturally turned to her 
husband, because he had had the cour- | 
age during the war to lift up his voice | 
against the bloodshed of the needless 
conflict, and hailed him and his be- 
liefs in a democracy for the people. 
The exile of the couple that once con- 
trolled one of the most powerfu! titles 
in Austria-Hungary, came when they 
were caught between the contending 
forces of the royalists and Bela Kuhn's 
hordes. 

“Some day sanity will return to 
Hungary and a democracy will pre- 
vail,” she said. “We will be a repub- 
lic, as our neighbors, who are finding 
peace, are becoming republics. Then 
my husband and I will return to the 
country which we love and our ideals 
for a republican form of government

Industrials at New High. 

At the close of trading the price aver- 
age of representative industrials was in 
new high ground for the year, but 
of leading railroad issues failed to equal 
its 1924 high level, recently attained.

United States Steel again assumed 
leadership of the advance. Selling ex 
dividend $1.75 a share, it more than re- 
covered from this deduction and reached 
118%, a price equivalent to the highest 
level since 1917. It closed with a net 
gain of 1% points on the day. Other 
steel shares participated in the advance, 
many of them imb their previous 
high records. 

some Notable Advances.

Call Money at 4 Per Cent. 

One of the most interesting deveiop- 
ments of the day was the rise in call 
money to 4 per cent, the highest rate 
since May 26. Shifting of funds inci- 
dent to month-end requirements led to 
calling of loans, and three advances were 
made in the rate during the day after 
renewal at 2% per cent. Time money and 
commercial paper rates remained un- 
changed. 

Foreign exchange trading was featured 
by an advance of 10 points in French 
franes, to 5.38 cents, which followed an- 
nouncement that informal discussions 
had been held regarding the funding 
of the French debt to the United’ States.
